Press in China,” signed by Henri Cordier, ap-

inclined to think they had studied the Institutes 
of Justinian, and relied: on the possessio longt 
femtporis to vive them a title... Many of their 
customs, and some of their laws, beara great 
resemblance to those of the Romans, and as 
this occupation of a ree nuflins was permitted 
-in ancient Rome, so it’ may be with them;

modern taw than from design. Although this 
may be so, however, itis time the difference was

‘conticld, and the present Premicr of England, 
Mr, Gladstone, with their respective Cabinets, 
are regarded as smongst the most eminent men 
of their time; yet had they presumed to. have 
observed an impenetrable secrecy to Harliament 
with respect to the measures they were pursuing, 
public opinion would not have sanctioned, such 
a course,—for that which is to be binding on the 
nation, the nation has a right to know,-~not 
ex post facto, for that in most cases would be 
too late ‘for effective action, though taking the 
complicated politics of Europe into consideration,

sibility of its measures, until the proper season 
arrives for disclosing them to Parliament, In 
most cases it would be extremely desirable
